SUFFERED TERRIBLY 


Only a Change in the Wind Pre- 
vented Hundreds from Suf- 
focating 


NORTH BAY, Ont-, Oct. 5.— 
(Canadian Press Staff Corre-! 
spondent)—Another trainload of: 
refugees arrived ;here this even-| 
ing from the fire-swept areas of, 
North Cobalt and Haileybury. 
There were 286 men, women and 
children. They presented a pa- 
thetic figure as they dragged 
themselves from the train and to 
the waiting automobiles. Most of! 
them, even the comparatively | 
small children, had been up all 
night—some cluttered sin the few 
remaining houses at Haileybury, 
others wandering around, a num-| 
ber on board the rescue train, and 


one old lady passed the night out 
on Burnt island in the middle of Lake 
Temiskaming. 

Judge Telle Story 

A particularly interesting interview 
was that given by Mr. Justice J. F. 
Orde, of Toronto, who was conduct- 
ing non-jury assizes at Halleybury 
when the fire burst ,upon the town. 

“The stnoke wae very dense even 
on Tuesday,’? said Judge Orde. “How- 
ever, the residents did not appear to 
think there was,cause for alarm, anda 
hearings proceeded without interrup- 
tion. Bush fires were burning in the 
vicinity and on Wednesday the eftua- 
tion looked even more threatening. 
However, we,continued until after two 
o'clock in the afternoon when a man 
entered the court-room and whisper- 
ed to the sheriff that the fire had 
crossed the railway tracks. . 

Ordered Court A: 

“The court was closed as we felt 
the witnesses should have an oppor- 
tunity to ,look after their families if 
they should be in danger. We went 
to the hotel, packed our bags and 
started. Even then we were told| 
there was no,danger. A terrific wind | 
was blowing; the smoke became a0} 
dense and breathing #o difficult that 
we hurried to the shore where hun- 
dreds of men and ,women had sought 
refuge with all sorts of belongings, | 
with their sick and physically unfit. 

‘‘The smoke became more and more 
uncomfortable, so that we ,began to 
wonder how long a person could esur- 
vive suffocation. We put our hand- 
kerchiefs tn the water and breathed 
through them. I ,hesitate to say) 
what might have happened had the 
wind at this moment not changed. 
The smoke began to lift and the suf- 
fering subsided. One ,great trouble 
was keeping our clothing from catch- 
ing fire from the embers before the 
changing wind. After this the party 
Was able to proceed ,to the home of 
Judge Heyward, junior judge of the 


district.”

“The hospital at New Liskeard was 
not injured,” said A. H. Wilson, of

The fire which consumed Hailey: 
bury started in a potatoe patch where 
the potatoe tops and other refuse 
was being burned. Once it waa 
caught up ®y a ‘wind that howled 
along at eighty uniles an hour, the fire 
fighters were powerless to stop the 
rush of the flames. Cf all the beaut!- 
ful town only about twenty reaidencss 
remain. Hundreds, perhaps thoua- 
ands of people owe their Hves to the 
veering of the wind, Crouched along 
the bank of the lake, water on one 
side and fire and smoke on the othev, 
the danger grew greater and greater.

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Lenin in Trouble. 

News from Moscow is that 
Lenin fhas started a campaign to 
exterminate the bourgeoisie state 
of mind. It seems that there has 
been quite a notable development 
of that mental malady in Rusia of 
late, and stern measures are to be 
taken to eradicate it. What kind 
of measures is suggested by the 
statement that 150 ‘‘intellectu- 
als’’ have | been run out of the 
country. They had not started 
a rebellion, nor offered resistance 
to the communistic regime of any 
kind. But jthey were judged to 
be “‘unable ito think along com- 
munistic lines.’’ Hence they can- 
not live in Russia. 

Considering what conditions in 
Russia are, it is great hardship to 
any to have no live somewhere 
else. But the fate that has be- 
fallen these people for having 
brains and using them ought to 
suggest something to those mis- 
guided individuals in Canada and 
other countries who are inclined 
tokmagine that they would be 
happier under a Bolshevik regime. 
In these countries there is gener- 
ally freedom of speech; in all of 
them there is freedom of thought. 
Not jso jwhere (Lenin holds sway. 
It is a crime in Rusia to think— 
unless one chooses to think as 
Lenin wants him to. The signi- 

7 ficance of that lis plain enough to 
anyone who is capable of com- 
; mitting the offence. 

There is another point worth 
noting. Intrying to stifle'the 
‘ bourgeoisie trend of thought now 
the Soviet is trying to off-set the 
effect of its own policy. The 
P Bolshevik masters are directly re- 

sponsible for the present tendency 
+! of the Russians to want to revert 
to individualism, and admit it. 
A while ago the Soviet some- 
what relaxed the rigidity of the 
communistie system, in hope that 
the country might revive and 
show some eigns of life. The 
communistic theory, it: was ex- 
plained, was all right, but it had 
been sprung on ‘the country too 
P suddenly. ‘The jmasses did not 
understand its beneficence, and 
Sidn’t take to it. Plainly stated, 
the unregenerate herd of non- 
reds refused to ‘‘produce for use, 
not for profit.” ‘What the farm- 
ers grew they hid, to keep the gov- 
ernment from stealing it. The 
industrial workers ceased to work. 
The railways only operated ‘when 
the employes felt like it, and ‘that 
‘ was not often. In ‘the towns 
there was no business, for busi- 
, ness was forbidden. Economic- 
ally the country was in its last 
spasm. Personal initiative and 
‘ industry had been killed, and the 
' national organism was dying in 
consequence. ‘There 'was nothing 
left for the Soviet to commandeer. 
There had to be a change or a ¢ol- 


" lapse. '

‘ talistic system of produetion, 
in that ‘there would be some pro- 
f duction.

other people. But France has 
never admitted that Germany eith- 
er needed charity or deserved it; 
and has eteadily claimed that its 
own finances are in such desper- 
ate plight that it cannot afford to 
relieve the German taxpayer by 
levying part of his burden upon 
the French taxpayer. M. Poincare 
is thoroughly consistent, at least. 
Since Britain demanded that the 
bill be cut down, he concedes the 
point but says Britain should 
atand the loss, Also that if Britain 
is to begin forgiving its debtors | 
it should forgive its friends as well | 
an ite enemies. 


Neighborliness and Foresight. 

The convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association at New York 
warmly approved a_ proposal 
that the United States should 
abandon its traditional jpolicy of 
isolation and take an active part 
in helping to readjust conditions 
in Europe, even to the extent of 
foregoing part of the stupendous 
war debt that is owing to the Re- 
public by the nations overseas. It 
is not necessary to suppose that 
the bankers were swept by a wave 
of sentiment that left them un- 
mindful of the fact that money is 
money, On the contrary, the sug- 
gestion is that prudence and the 
impulse to charity both urged 
them in the same direction. The 
bankers should know better than 
others just how badly Europe jis 
mired, and just how helpless it is 
to either pay or buy while it re- 
mains mired, There is mo use try- 
ing to collect from a client who 
can’t pay, and atill less use trying 
to sell him anything. The United 
States needs the future trade of 
Europe a good deal more than it 
needs the money Europe now owes 
it. At present it is getting neither 
money nor trade, and is not in 
prospect of getting any satisfac- 
tory amount of either until old 
world conditions have been stabil- 
ized on some basis that will enable 
1ts peoples to pay their debts and 
nave something left with which to 
buy goods. Without questioning the 
humaue desire of the financiers of 
the Republic to do a good turn to 
the war-smitten nations, the com- 
plementary fact is that the United 
States cannot afford to leave Eu- 
rope bankrupt if there is any way 
of helping it out of the hole, The 
proposal to fend a hand is credit- 
able alike to their hearts and their 
heads. It is an expression of good 
will, and also of good business 
gense.

MORE ABOUT HOUSES 

At one time, the oply strong end 
@ubstantial buildings in a country 
were the castles of the King and of 
the nobles, while the rest of the peo- 
ple lived in wooden or mud huts, 
crowding into the castles for protec- 
tion in time of war. The living part 
of these castles was very emall some- 
times, consisting of only a_ hall, 
where all took their meals and whero 
most of them slept on the floor, 4 
chapel and perhaps one or more pri- 
vate rooms. It je aid that the French 
kings, even es late as Plantagenet 
times, had @o few rooms in their 
palaces that they usually ehared a 
sleeping room with their courtiers 
later casties had more accommoda- 
tion, and so had the manor houses 
which succeeded the castles and 
which were generally strong enough 
to etand a siege, being surrounded by 
e@ moat. But none of thee houses hed 
fixed glass windows until Henry VIII's 
time, and, of course, no chimneys 
The fireplace was in the middle of 
the hall and the amoke use) to es- 
gape by the door, so living in them 
must have been different from any- 
thing we know. It was not until the 
time of Tudor sovereigns that houses 
began to be planned solely with a 
view to comfort. Up to then, the chief 
consideration had alwaye been that 
of gafety against attack; but, by th» 
gizteenth century, the country hai 
become so settled and peaceful tha‘ 
comfort could now take firet place.
